Many times, trade could arranged 
trade services amongst the breeds. 

Change what breed joint venture 
would be. would something entirely 
different than what are used to. these 
breeders who don’t like changes, let of- 
fer this. Just because you were born with 
your boots on, don’t die with your boots 
on. survive these times, the purebred 
breed associations are going have 
change the way business. From the 
largest the smallest association, propor- 
tionally, everyone trouble. Individu- 
ally each breed has limited future stand- 
ing alone themselves. Together, through 
joint venture, the future unlimited. 
Change can good thing.

In- 
terest among owners led organizing the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association Philadel- 
phia February 1884.”

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“Things boomed after the war,” said. 
began coming into the breed, 
spending money they taxed, 
and dirt farmers were looking toward the 
breed for its GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk’s 
niche market." 

“Sales just took off during that period be- 
cause everyone wanted the cattle,” con- 
tinued. 

The sales pavilion, located just six miles 
east Amish country Rt. 30, was erected 
1947 accommodate the overwhelming 
number Guernsey sales the time. Late 
PGBA President S.C. Price and Chairman 
Morris Stoudt were instrumental design- 
ing the facility and raising the funds neces- 
sary accomplish the association’s goals. 

“The need for good facilities serve our 
breeders was very evident that time,” wrote 
Business Manager William Juzi, the No- 
vember 1967 edition the Pennsylvania 
Golden Guernsey News. “To raise money, 
the association put $25,000 and $25,000 
was raised through debentures which were 
paid off full within few years.” 

With the faith the membership behind 
their leaders’ vision, the pavilion was nearly 
finished November 1947, and dedi- 
cation sale was planned, with breeders 
donating the proceeds their consignments, 
least $500, the building fund. 

course nothing happens without some 
complications. “It rained hard two days be- 
fore the sale and the sale day, and had 
haul truck load after truck load gravel 
make possible for cattle trucks bring 
their loads for the sale,” Juzi’s article con- 
tinued. “Those who came the sale had 
park along the highway. section the roof 
wasn’t finished. There was concrete 
the barn the arena but all all, every- 
one had grand time and was extremely en- 
thusiastic.” 

time progressed, the sales arena, serv- 
ing both Pennsylvania and her surrounding 
states, became place for endings, well 
new beginnings.

William Juzi was instrumental devel- 
oping the backbone the PGBA. Known 
Bill his fellow Guernsey breeders, 
served business manager from 1939 
1974. Breeders days gone and present 
credit Bill with molding the PGBA into the 


nationally leading state association to- 
day. 

“By selecting Bill Juzi, the Pennsylvania 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association obtained the 
energy and enthusiasm man who was 
build program unmatched any other 
breed,” wrote John Blyholder 1974. “Dur- 
ing the past years, any measure used 
total registrations, transfers, animals sold, 
animals bought, Golden Guernsey Trade- 


mark sales, youth activities, size its staff 


net worth Pennsylvania has constantly 
been the leader the top five, year and 
year out.” 

Under Bill’s guidance, the club pioneered 
and created many programs both the na- 
tional organization and the state. particu- 
lar, Bill’s vision build state sale pavil- 
ion Lancaster benefited early breeders 
giving them place sell and buy quality 

cattle, while providing financial nest-egg 
for the present generation Pennsylvania 
Guernsey breeders who have benefited from 
the facility’s sale. 

Bill also organized the first state Guern- 
sey newsletter, served district field man 
and spearheaded negotiations for the club’s 
participation developing restaurant chain 
that served Golden Guernsey milk, called 
Guernsey Restaurants, Inc.

Lee Yost was more than business man- 
ager for the PGBA, was friend and re- 
spected dairyman all. Lee served the as- 
sociation faithfully for years. His devo- 
tion sorely missed among today’s breed- 
ers. 

During his career business manager, 
Lee earned reputation one who inspired 
others, including many seasoned breeders. 
had eye for cattle and knack for breed 
promotion. just came easy him. 

article dedicated Lee during the 
1987 National Guernsey Convention, fellow 
friend and Guernsey enthusiast John 
Marchezak described Lee thoughtful 
friend and wise businessman. “Throughout 


his life, always took time for you,” John 
was quoted. “He’s one the greatest boost- 
ers and best friends Guernsey breeders 
ever had. I’ve learned lot from him. 
knows cattle inside and out.” 

business manager, Lee stressed the 
importance advertising and promoting the 
Golden Guernsey milk trademark. also 
was instrumental selecting and consign- 
ing high-quality cattle for the Guernsey sales 
Pennsylvania. believed organized 
county clubs were the backbone the asso- 
ciation, and serving the breeders was his top 
priority. 

Lee was well-rounded cattleman well. 
was noted judge who was respected for 
his cattle selection. Lee gained his eye for 
cattle from experiences with some the top 
herds the nation. Besides breeding cham- 
pion bulls his home farm, Lee worked 
with the Merryman Company Sparks, 
Maryland, firm that specialized selling 
and promoting fine cattle, from 1947 until 
1956. then moved become farm 
manager Wyno Farms premier herd. 


Ruth Ann John 

Ruth Ann began her career with the Penn- 
sylvania Guernsey Breeders 1980 field 
representative. 1983, she was promoted 
assistant business manager under Lee Yost. 
During her time assistant manager, she 
handled most the day-to-day business 
the state, which ranged from member rela- 
tions, paperwork, planning the state meet- 
ing, district and state shows and promotion 
the association, just name few. Ruth 
Ann also edited the Golden Guernsey News 
and worked with the Guernsey Sale Barn. 

Ruth Ann left the association 1987 
return her family farm, Long Lane Farm, 
and start family. When looking back 
her time the assistant manager, Ruth Ann 
said she enjoyed every moment it. The 
one thing Ruth Ann truly believed during 
her term was the value working with the 
county organizations. the county organi- 
zations are strong, the state will remain 
strong.

Alan grew 
dairy farm Western Pennsylvania 
and was first exposed Guernseys Patty 
McMurray who was his 4-H leader. 

Before working for the association, Alan 
graduated from Penn State 1984 and 
worked extension after graduation 
agricultural agent. was 1987, after Lee 
Yost retired from the association, that Alan 
began his career with the PGBA. 

Alan’s eyes, this was time transi- 
tion and change. The first change was cut- 
ting the staff two only one person. The 
second was trying fill the shoes left 
Lee Yost. One Alan’s main interests was 
with the youth program. the first year 
work, the junior association grew from about 
members almost 100. This was the first 
year that the Junior Guernsey Breeders 
took state herd Louisville, Kentucky, and 
won first place Junior State Herd. They also 
had Guernsey win champion honors both 
the youth and open shows. 

Besides working with the youth, Alan 
worked improving the marketing 
Guernsey milk helping Guernsey breed- 
ers find dairies cheese plants that would 
pay premiums for the high components found 
Golden Guernsey milk. 

When asked about the challenge facing the 
breed, Alan believes that the Guernsey breed 
needs look forward increasing produc- 
tion. With the new milk component pricing 
becoming more prevalent, this oppor- 
tunity for the breed really shine. 

Alan left the association 1989 
work with the American Jersey Cattle Club 
California. And currently, Alan has now 
returned farming with registered Jersey 
herd Ohio.

week later, the directors met and elected 
officers. They were follows: Frank Fair

president, Leroy Campbell- vice president, 
Harold Cannon- secretary/treasurer. this 
meeting, the directors decided participate 
the following activities: field days dif- 
ferent farms each year (4-H roundup), farm 
tours, parish shows, panel discussion meet- 
ings, showing Stoneboro Fair and having 
Guernsey booth the Stoneboro Fair. Their 
concerns were the health conditions 
the fair, and they agreed talk fair offi- 
cials about those concerns.

The following year, the Mercer County

This included members the 
Mercer County Guernsey 4-H Calf Club. 
They reported very successful first year. 
The association agreed that there would 
dues collected from the junior members, 
and that they merely had show Guern- 
sey calf order recognized junior 
member our organization.

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Mercer-Northwest Story 
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showed growing interest the Guernsey 
breed well efforts being made have 
keynote speakers that reflected the interests 
the farmers improving the Guernsey 
breed and improving farming practices. 
Field Days were fun for both the adults and 
4-H youth because they would load their 
calves onto their trucks and neighbor- 
ing farms show their cows. Even these 
early days, the association took keen inter- 
est their young people. 1950, they voted 
purchase trophies, known the 
McDonald Farm trophies, for showmanship 
and fitting. They also agreed send the 
Guernsey Breeders Journal all the area 
vocational agriculture programs the 
county educate students about the Guern- 
sey 

Problems befell farmers the county 
from 1953 1955. The deadly disease Bangs 
infected many the herds the county, and 
became too risky travel from farm 
farm for the Field Days. Members decided 
that the 4-H show should conducted 
the Stoneboro Fair and cattle must pass 
health tests order come the show. 

Meetings were held several times each 
year, usually during December, March 
April, and the summer. The directors usu- 
ally met December for business meet- 
ing. The annual meeting for all members was 
held March April, and summer 
meeting was preparation for summer ac- 
tivities well family picnic. Besides 
their usual activities, the club often partici- 
pated such things the PDCA Judging 
School which was held Mercer County. 

The first annual summer family picnic was 
held the Court House Square Mercer. 
Soon the picnic included extended 
well the immediate families and frier 
the Guernsey breeders. The Court House 
Square became too small, and the picnic was 
moved Brandy Springs Park. first, cach 
family brought freezer ice cream the 
picnic. After the picnic moved Brandy 
Springs Park Mercer, the ice cream was 
churned hand the picnic. During one 
such picnic, baseball team had game 
the park and saw that were serving ice 
cream. They asked they might buy some. 
told them that was not for sale but that 
did have some extra and would glad 
share with them. After some contempla- 
tion, the Mercer County Guernsey 
Association decided that they had commod- 
ity that was definitely demand and decided 
that the idea Ice Cream Festival was 
excellent way earning money and tell- 
ing people about the wonderful Guernsey 
cow. 

the ice cream festival continued 
grow each ycar, was decided that the event 
had become big that needed ask the 
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4-H boys and girls help serve the ice 
cream. The ice cream was still mixed 
hand this time individual mixers, and 
dish ice cream the Ice Cream Festival 
was seventy cents! encourage youth mem- 
bers help with this fund raiser, the asso- 
ciation provided financial support active 
youth members. Each 4-H FFA member 
who went the state show was given twenty 
dollars help defray the cost transporta- 
tion, and 4-H members who attended the 
district show were given five dollars or- 
der encourage more young people com- 
pete with their cattle higher level than 
just the local show. 

Harold Cannon served the secretary- 
treasurer Mercer County Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association for years and was instru- 
mental developing strong local club. 
Joseph Ferris succeeded Harold 1968 and 
worked keep the tradition alive. The as- 
sociation actively worked with the Atlantic 
Breeders' Association making genetic im- 
provements the Guernsey breed. 

1970, the Mercer County Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association became the Mercer 
Northwest Guernsey Breeders’ Association. 
This was consolidation Mercer, 
Crawford, Erie, Venango and Warren County 
Associations. Because declining member- 
ships all the counties, became neces- 
sary pool their resources. Even with the 
formation joint organization, there were 
only paid members. Many the older 
members were retiring selling out. Other 
farmers were succumbing the pressure 
increased milk volumes produced the 
Holstein cows. 

1971, James Dixon was elected sec- 
retary-treasurer. Sallie Ferris was chosen 
the Pennsylvania Guernsey Queen our first 
royalty and served the president the 
State Junior Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. The ice cream social was continuing 
grow popularity, and soon Brandy 
Springs Park was too small, moved 
the 4-H Park Mercer. David Woods of- 
fered the facilities his dairy mix the ice 
cream. The ice cream was frozen Steese’s 
Ice Cream Grove City. They used small 
freezers freeze the ice cream, and was 
obvious that this method mass produc- 
tion was going too difficult the fu- 
ture. 

1972, our second year the 4-H Park, 
served 2,800 people the ice cream so- 
cial. had grown such proportions that 
asked the Mercer County Extension Ser- 
vice and the 4-H County Council help 
serve the customers. also had begun 
hire others help bake cakes because the 
increased number people. Homestead 
Dairy froze the ice cream for which 
worked much better. 

time passed and the event grew, 
changes had made. After Homestead 
Dairy, went Mott Robertson’s 


Sharon, Brookfield Dairy Sharpsville, 
Mong’s Dairy Seneca and now are Jam’s 
Dairy from New Castle. Each time found 
place freeze the ice cream, they slowly 
went out business. Now there very little 
ice cream that actually made our area. 

While our ice cream promotion flourished 
over the years, never forgot the impor- 
tance purpose supporting and develop- 
ing the Guernsey breed. 1974, the asso- 
ciation decided provide trophies for the 
Guernsey championships Mercer, 
Crawford, Venango, Erie and Warren coun- 
ties. committee was also created get 
available information the current Guern- 
sey sire summaries that are available for the 
members use. 

1975, also agreed participate 
Progress Days which was held Mer- 
cer County the McDowell Farm this year 
hosting Dairy Bar. The following year, 
Mercer club gave 4-H champions halters and 
blankets rather than trophies. 1981, the 
association also decided sponsor class 
the All-American Show. 

Our youth continued thrive well. 
1976, Nancy Kunz won the Outstanding 
Guernsey Girl Award for Pennsylvania and 
1986, Elaine Hill, daughter Harold and 
Marlyn Hill Sandy Lake, became the sec- 
ond young lady from Mercer County be- 
come the Pennsylvania Guernsey Queen. 
Elaine also served the secretary/treasurer 
the Pennsylvania Junior Guernsey Breed- 
ers' Association. 

1999, Terra Ferris became the third 
young lady from Mercer County become 
the Pennsylvania Guernsey Queen. She the 
granddaughter Joseph and Wilda Ferris 
from New Wilmington, Pennsylvania. Troy 
Hill also won the National Outstanding 
Guernsey Youth Award and the National 
Guernsey Youth Scholarship. Troy also had 
been the president the Pennsylvania Jun- 
ior Guernsey Breeders’ Association for two 
years and had previously been the 
vania Outstanding Guernsey Boy. The same 
year, Ronald White, son Connie and 
Ronald White New Wilmington, was the 
Pennsylvania Outstanding Guernsey Boy. 

Over the years, several our members 
had the privilege serving the president 
the Pennsylvania Guernsey As- 
sociation well being active members 
our own association. They include: Leroy 
Campbell, James Berry and William Cannon. 
also have had many people who served 
state directors over the past years.

20" Century for his outstanding milk pro- 
duction records.

acres and dairy cattle 1930. When 
they sold their farm their sons, Owen and 
Paul, 1973, their total acreage was 550 
acres and 160 head registered Guernseys. 

Over the years, John was instrumental 
research pilot programs with Penn State 
University and was active local and state- 
wide farm organizations.

Although John was still working full-time 
with his sons until his death 1980, 
still found time lend helping hand his 
fellow Guernsey breeders whenever needed.

“We are hopeful that extensive radio ad- 
vertising will wake the consumer the 
possibility buying more America's Fin- 
est Table Milk,” Juzi reported July 1958. 

The association was roll and en- 
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thusiasm poured out every task they un- 
dertook. March 1959, the PGBA tried 
approach increasing awareness and 
demand for their product. They sponsored 
$5,000 consumer essay contest entitled 
“Why Changed GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY Milk.” 
The contest was heavily adver- 
tised newspapers, the ra- 
dio and through dairy sales- 
incentives. Over 1,000 


applicants responded, and Mrs. Rudolf 
Pilsitz Steelton, Pennsylvania, was 
deemed the winner. She wrote, “My curi- 
aroused newspaper advertising, 
faith honest advertising and concern 
for the health family, caused 
change GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk.” 

Many entries cited richness flavor 
their reason for switching, and the PGBA 
came the realization that they should take 
pride the rich flavor milk their ani- 
mals produce. Juzi put best, “We don’t 
have ashamed the richness our 
milk which gives such tremendous taste ap- 
peal.” 

Other promotions throughout the 
and '60s included sampling events, booths 
the American Medical Association Con- 
ventions, contests and continued advertis- 
ing.

and farmers struck unfortunate circum- 
stances. 

“Bill Juzi was top salesman, and re- 
ally boosted Pennsylvania’s GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk program with the sales,” 
said White. “Special sales were held least 
once month, and the ebb and flow 
milk production occurred, consignment and 
small dispersals were instrumental keep- 
ing GOLDEN GUERNSEY producers meet- 
ing their quotas.” 

According White, considered for 
the GOLDEN GUERNSEY premiums, 
dairyman must have 100 percent Guern- 
sey herd and had meet certain quotas each 
month. production dropped, farmer 
would look toward the sales increase the 
numbers his herd, just too much milk 
was being produced herd, the breeder 
needed outlet reduce his cow numbers. 

1960, the sales pavilion gained the 
PGBA respect many well-known Guern- 
sey breeders. past edition the state’s 


newsletter showed they were offering hot 
genetics during their 25" annual state sale, 
held October 15. Consignments were gath- 
ered Dutch Snyder and John Merryman 
and included prefixes such Penn-Del, 
McDonald Farms, Applebrook, Hominy Hill 
Farms, Mulhocaway, Golden Harvest and 
Maplevale. The sale was the largest since 
1959, with head selling for $17,235, av- 
eraging $465.81. 

The exchange quality genetics the 
sales also pushed Pennsylvania into posi- 
tion authority among the nation’s Guern- 
sey breeders. According the March 1960 
issue the Pennsylvania Golden Guernsey 
News, the state lead the nation number 
registrations, animals sold, animals pur- 
chased, new breeders, new buyers and new 
members. 

However, what goes up, must come down. 
This was true for the need for Guernsey sales 
Lancaster well. 

The first sign decline was with the emer- 
gence bulk tanks, said White. the 
tanks came in, was rough keeping the milk 


different breeds separate and GOLDEN
